A PeRusAL of the Minutes of. the Soo- 
chow Creek Bunding Committee will 
satisfy readers that wo were right in 
pressing the hunding operations, and 
the condition of the river and creek, on 
attention of the publ The Bve 
il Engineers who attended before 
the Committee and offered their opinions 
held varied and conflicting views, but 
they were all agreed on the necessity 
of ‘something being promptly d 
About the bunding operations at the 
mouth of the creek uothing need now 
be snid, a8 the Tautai positively refused 
to permit their being continued on the 
line proposed by Messrs, Adamson, Bell 
The Taotni suggested another 
ich the Committes carefully con 
xidered, and finding th would 1 
apparently impede the flow of the tides, 
und would tend to tarn the ourrent of 
the creek down the river along the 
Hongkew foreshore, they propose its 
adoption with certain modification 
‘These appoar to be considerable in 
provements on the line suggested by 
the Taotai, aud we are glad to see that 
he has accepted-them, Further, we 
trust that the recommendation of the 
Committee will be carried out and that. 
both sides of the mouth of the creek will 
be bunded at the same time, The scour

14) of the oreek should thereby be increased 


and the formation of banks lessened, 
although the engineers ‘who gave evi- 
dence were divided in opinion on the 
desirability of narrowing the mouth of 
the creek. We have, however, ii 
tention of discussing the different views 
of these gentlemen, being quite satinfied 
that the Committee carefully weighed 
them before drawing up their Report. 











‘The Chinese officinis also appear to 


have given a fall and fair consideration 
to the question before the Committee, 
and it is only due to the Taotai to 
acknowledge the attention which be 
has bestowed on this important matter, 
We do so the more rendily as it is not 
80 often as we could wish that we have 
opportunities of praising the actions of 
Chinese officinls. In this case the parties 
interested in the uew bunding opera. 
tions, and who would have principally 
benefited by. them, were chiefly Chinese, 
to whose.representations he might have 
been inclined to lend a favourable ear, 
but he has considered nothing but the 
general interests of. the people, We 
think that the alterations which ‘are 
to be made in the line of bunding 
will be a great advantage to the 
public and improvo both the oreek aud 
the river. Even should the only result 
of the action of the Taotai and of the 
ns of the Committee be, that 
no bunding shall be allowed 
on the creek within the limits of the 
Settlements, unless in conformity with 
f general plan previously ngreed upon 
by the Chinese authorities, the Consular 
Body and the Manicipal Council, a 
very great bevefit will have beon secured 
to the community, But has not the 
time je when the conservancy of 
the river nud vreek should be placed 
in the hands of the ratepayers? ‘The 
question foreshores und bunding, 
andof the improvement of the waterways 
has been brought before the attention 
of the public by the interdieted operas 
tions, aud by the wholesale manner in 
which the sides of the creek have been 
appropriated, or aro in course of being 
appropriated, by private individuals. 
‘The opportunity is made, aud should be 
availed of to place the management of 
these insportant matters iu a bettor posis 
tiov, It appears to us that the ratepayers 
are the best people to whoni to commit 
the oare of the oreek and river, If the 
conservancy of those was transferred 
to the ratepayers they might either 
haud them over to the Municipal Couns 
cil, who would appoiut a special Gums 
mittee among thouselves, or they might 
elect two or three gentlemen avnually, 
to form a Conservancy Board before 
which all matters affecting the river 
aud creek would come. ‘The Taotai 
would, of course, require to be reprem 
sented on this Board, and he would 
probably Lave no real objections to 
delegate the duty of attending to such 
affairs to one or more of his subore 
dinates. This plan appears to lave. 
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advautagessover.any other that has-been 
suggested, and if; it-.wofe.adopted dis- 
pated matters-could: be settled: speedily 
and en Similar Boards exist all 
_ Over the world, and the formation of 
one here would doubtless be attended 
with good eifeots. Indeed, if auy such 
action ia to be taken as that suggested 
by Mr. Kingsmill—settling the for

pared to believe that it has been care- 
-fally compiled, but nevertheless it is 
desirable that it, and all similar pro- 
propositions, should be carefully “oon. 

This 
could be best done by a Board baving 
similar responsibilities to the pnblic 
as those of the Mauicipal Council, 
Any one who reads the evidence given 
by the Civil Engiueer experts before 
the Banding Committee must be struck 
by the conflicting theorizing in which 
these goutlemen indalged. Quo effect 
on the render isto make him afraid 
that enrrying into effect the views of 
any oue of theso witnesses might be 
highly dangerous. Sometimes nature 
acts in defiance of the most essential 
axioms of science and engineering, and 
and when she does so to the disadvan. 
tago of man, sle must be encountered 
by special, aud occasionally by un- 
scientific methods, or those not pre- 
soribed in books of reference, It is on 
these occasions that the common sense 
of the merchants and others who would 
form the Board would tell. But having 
offered this suggestion of a Conservancy 
Board, wo leave the consideration of 
ite desirability to tho ratepayers, Still, 
we would express a hope that action 
may soon be taken in one way or 
another toremedy the present dangerous 
stato of inntters, bofore the evidence now 
before the public Las been forgotten, 
or other affnirs Lave arison to employ 
the nob very active public spirit of 
residents.

bake THE FUTURE. 
Now that the first outbreak of jubilation 
at ihe conclusion of a preliminary con. 
vention between France and China has 
received duo exprassiou, it may be’ well 
to consider fature poss sina 
‘somewhat calmer spirit, A crisis has 
passed ; the orisis is yet to come, The 
Couvention ‘agreed to is broad and 
vague; it is at best but a’ foundation. 
‘What will be the nature of the super- 
structure that has yet to be builtupon it? 
And bow much difficulty aud danger 
may thore not yet be iv completing the 
work that has only just been begun ? 
The Convention was hastily framed and 
Linstily agreed to; it has still to be rati- 
fied by the French Chamber, Its terms, 
general and almost ambiguons as they 
‘are, wore violently opposed by a very 
large and powerfal section of the states- 
mou in Peking, and it was only by the 
firmness of Li Hung-chang, aided by 
theandden and unexpected support of 
tho Empress, that they were agreed to. 
Bat the struggle is not yet ovor; it is 
only in abeyance, ‘ho veal tug of war 
ia still in the fature ; and if, in Chinese 
politics, we oan be sure of anything, 
wo many be sure of this—that the po 
‘tion’ of the Viceroy will be again and 
vehemently assailed by the combined 
forces of his antagonists. It must be 
remembered that by virtue of this 
Convention China is made to renounce 
“all olaim to a suzerainty which she bas 
held jealously for contaries ; that, in 
the eyes of both rulers and ruled, she 
has suffered severely in prestige, aud 
that auch a Louleversement of one of her 
‘most cherishod traditions is not likely 
to bo acquiesced in pntiontly by the more 
turbulent of the Empress’s advisers. 
For the moment they have been silenced ; 
but three months are to elnpse before 
the final negotiations, negotiations for 
‘nfinal aud permanent Treaty, aro to be 
undertaken, and many changes may 
take place ere then. " History hns taught 
us that the Chinese will do almost 
anything to ward off a pressing danger, 
but that when the danger has passed 
colder couusels prevail, avd there is 
now a strong party in Peking that will 
moanwhile rally its forces and use its 
utmost efforts to nullify the provisions 
that’ linve been accepted. ‘Ihe first 
effort of these mon will unquestionably 
be to throw the gravest discredit upon 
Li, aud there are reasons, which we do 
nob publish, for believing that he is 
by no meand out of danger yet.

A SUGGESTION. 

Tr shonld, we think, bo a matter of pro- 
found satisfaction to Sir Robert Hurt 
thnt a member of the Service he las 
organised and administered so ably for 
the Inst twenty yenrs has rendered such 
utility to the State as to be the subject 
of a Momorial to the Empress. What- 
ever may be the ontturn of events, 
there is no donbt that Mr. Gustav 
Detring has done that which for the 
time being has averted war between 
France aud China; and while it is he 
that has thus distinguished himself it 
would be unjust uot to recognise the 
credit that is thereby conferred upon 
the entire Castoms Service and especi- 
ally upon the Inspector General. Ono 
of Sir Robert Hart’s most conspicuous 
claims to honour as au administrator 
lies in the judgment ‘he exercises in 
choosing men; and uo more signal 
proof of his ability in this respect can 
be found than in the success of oue of 
his Commissioners in a difficult and 
important diplomatic undertaking. We 
may therefore express « hope that the 
Imperial Customs Service, which was 
originally started as a system of 
machinery for tho collection of mari- 
time duties, and has since extouded its 
operations so very widely in other 

rections, may be permitted by thoso 
in power to follow out this policy 
of extension, for the good of the 
Stato in goneral. A Correspondent 
whose letter we publish to-day ventures 
to make a sugges! that the same 
snocessfal system which has secured so 
large a revenue to Chinn by the incor- 
ruptible and able collection of marine 
dues should be applied to the internal 
revenue, for dealing with which a 
special Collectorate should be estab. 
lished. ‘The proposal is a startling one, 
and there are no doubt many and 
colossal difficulties in tho way of its 
adoption. ‘Theso may fitly be discussed 
upon a future occasion ; for the present 
it is only permissible to bring about, 
as far as possible, a fumiliarity in the 
public mind with the specific idea now 
broached, and with the more general 
idea that the more use is mado of the 
Imperial Customs Sersice the greater 
the benefit that will redound both to 
the welfare of the people aud the 
condition of the Imperial coffers. 
We boliove that the jealousy with 
which the Customs Service has been 
too often regarded by foreign mer- 
chants is as ill-founded as it is short- 
sighted. The policy of Sir Robert 
Hart, as a servant of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment, has uniformly been directed 
towards such ends as will both benefit 
the State by whom he is employed and 
farther ‘the commercial interests of all 
foreigners having a stake in the country. 
‘Wo therefore deprecate all such re- 
stricted views as tend toa limitation of 
the prerogatives of the Servico as it 
now exists, and support ull measures 


























enleulated to place fresh opportunities 
and scopes at its disposal for the row 
organisation of such things in China 
as stand in need of fiscal and adminis- 
trative reform. 





THE MIXED COURT. 

‘Tue position held by a Foreign Assessor 
at the Mixed Court appears to ua to bo 
by no means clearly understood by the 
public generally, A genoral impression 
provails that his duties are primarily 
two-fold, consisting in those of the 
Court interpreter, and in those. of 
Counsel for the plaiutiff or defendant 
as the case may be; both very serious 
mistakes, which have given rise. to 
much inconvenience in past times. It 
is strange that such misconceptions 
should have arisen, as there is nothing 
to warrant either theory in the constita- 
tion of the Court; but it is possible 
enough that some grounds for the 
belief may be found in the informality 
which has characterised the Court’s 
‘oceedings of Inte years, and also in the 
ompeteney of some of the foreign 
Assessors. Now there are three classes 
of enses in which a foreign Assessor 
appears :—first, when the plaintiff ia a 
foreigner aud the defendant a Chinese ; 
secoudly, when either plaintiff or do- 
feudaut is a Chineso but a foreign 
intorest is involved in the caso brought 
against, or by him; and thirdly, when 
the defendant is a foreigner baving no 
Consular representative in Shanghai. 
‘The plain duty of the Assessor is to 
watch the proceedings on behalf of the 
side which includes a foreigner, or a 
foreign interest, to see. that all the 

idence is properly pat before the 
ig magistrate, aud to prevent, 
as hie is able, any miscarriage of 
justice in any shape or form. Now-the 
first of the duties we have mentioned ia 
by no means synonymous with that of 
public proseontor, or of counsel for ono 
side or the other. ‘Too many of our 
Assessors have acted upon that prin- 
ciple, and doubtless under the honest 
conviction that they were bound to 
assist the plaintiff, or defendant, as 
the case might be, in Court; aud in 
so doing have resorted to all the little 
diplomacies which are natural to the 
advocacy of one side only. The effect 
of this is, of course, to make the Chinese 
magistrate assume the complementary 
réle of counsel for the other side; aud 
then we have the Court divided against 
iteelf, each officer fighting a hard 
battle with the other on behalf of his 
own client. ‘This, to begin with, is 
a mischievous state of things, and has 
resulted unfortunately in many instances. 
Tt must be clear that the duties of Asses- 
sor and advocate are incompatible in 
the same individual at the same time. 
Ench bas high and honourable daties 
to perform; but it is utterly impossible 
for one person to perform both in 
the same case, In fact the very term 
‘Mixed Court’ implies at least x donble 
presidency, both presidents being of 
different nationalities, and the more” 
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nienrly. the Assessor is clothed with the 
attributes and fuuctions.of a jndge the 
moie.nently.will the Qourt anewer its 
name and purpose. ‘I'he purpose aud 
constitution of the Mixed Court are to 
seonre just protection to foreign in- 
torests, and. foreign interests include 
not.mere peenniary and tradal dieputes 
but all the rights: and privileges pro- 
vided by the. various ‘Treaties. ‘This 
view is, wo. fenr, utterly, misunderstood 
by tho executive of the Council, who 
take a view which is virtually destrue- 
tive ofan immense proportion of the 
benefits to which a proper nuderatand- 
ing and nao of the Mixed Court entitles 
ue,, ‘Tho Mixed Court rales alono snp- 
ply a strong caso for the Municipality, 
bat there is much more to be snid in 
support of the local government (hi 
cain be derived from a moro analysis 
of: the code in question. ‘Lhe As- 
sessor’s firat duty therefore is simply 
to follow tho ease as put before 
him by the contending parties, and, in 
fo doing, lo 200. tbnt it ia olenrly and 
faithfally represented to the sitting 
magistrate. Iu this duty, however, he 
is by no means to be expected to act as 
tho Court interpreter. ‘This seems to 
linvo como like a revelation upon a 
lending lawyer the other day, who, after 
oyening his caso in a very luminous 
and eloquont, style, was sadly non- 
assed by the quict request of tho 
J eoeear tuat he would now be good 
enough to put it before the magistrate, 
“ Prny, Sir, do you expect me to talk 
Chinese ?” arked the astounded advo- 
conte, It was immodiately explai 

him thnt he, at any rate, could not 
expect the Assessor to talk Chinese for 
him, and that the duty of explaining 

the ‘onse to. the magistrate dovolved 
upon the parties to it, and not upon 
the Bench. Bat it is the duty of the 
Assessor’ to seo that the oase is pub 
correctly; and that the interpreter, whe- 
ther he be one attached to the Court or 
engaged forthe oconsion by tho opposing 
parties, gives, all facts and argaments 
their proper weight. When ouce these 
facts, precedents, and arguments are 
thorunghly understood by the magist~ 
rate, the evidence sifted, and the Assessor 
satisfied that the case is clear in all its 
bearings, it hen becomes his duty to 
seo that the decision contemplated by 
the Court is in accordance with right 
cand justice. If the magistrate and the 
Assessor have travelled over all 
points together, and fall explanations 
lave been given of any differetices or 
divergences that may haye ai

vietion that he has doue as much for 
them as literary skill and knowledge of the 
Tanguage permitted, aud perhaps something 
moro. totally ignorant of the 
Chinese language, and knowing nothing of 
the literature, except what may be derived 


















































from translations, we are prepared to be 
told that we are not in a position to judge 
of thelatter, But the fact is that no book, 
is in the lan- 
guage in which it was originally written, 
Will not translate well. Short passages and 
idioms it may be impossible to render, but 
that which makes tho excell the 
book, ness and interest, may 
always be translated. The failure of Chi- 
nese philosophers, poets, and historians te 
interest those who read their works in trans- 
ng, must, we say, with some degree of 
trembling, be attributed to their wanting 
that humanity which recommends the great 
writers of other nations to large numbers 
beyond their own people, ‘The writings of 
scholars donbiless present ti 
condition of the educated national mi 
accurately ; but except the gratificatic 
iosity which a slight acquai 
tance with them wil » satisfy, what is 
to be gained from their study?

Before proceeding to take evidence, the

‘The Taotai’s Deputy and ‘the District

Opinion of Mr. L. W. Kingsmill, 0.B. 

Mr, Kingsmill laid before the meeting 
the plan of the proposed Bund line from the 
mouth of the ereek to the Szechuon Road 

Bridge. ‘This plan had been copied from 

that made by Captain Bisbee, the Harbour 

Master, and was carefully considered. It 

approximated very closely to a plan made 

by himself independently ; 80 closely that 
hie was prepared to accept the plan as the 
most practicable solution of the difticulty, 

In company with Captain Bisbee he had 

assisted in taking a series of accurate sound- 

ings of the present water-way of the Soo- 
chow Creek within the limits indicated. 

‘Those soundings were marked on the plan 

in violet lines. From these soundings he 

had prepared a series of sections of the 
creek bed, which he also laid before the 
meeting ; he had also marked on the sections 
and plan the medial line of the stream as 
at present, and also as it would be if the 
bundings proposed by Captain Bisbee were 
carried out. ‘This line showed a great im- 
provement on the present irregular curves, 
and from it he had carefully deduced the 
new sections of the stream as it would be 
when the curves were completed, These 
sections were close approximations, and 
were calculated on well-known hydraulic 
laws. Ina yielding alluvial soil where no 
extraneous causes occurred to alter the 

natural contour a river’s bed took v 

closely the section indicated, and this ha 

been hisexperience inthealluviumof Shang. 
hai. Thereeultof thocalculations wasshown 
in violet lines on the sections, At presont 

‘the bed of the orgs was mast irregular | 
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deep hole existing in front of the General 
Hospital, with along projecting spit op- 
posite in front of Ince’s foreshore which 


much impeded the navigation. . Another 
deep hole occurred at the southein end of 
the Garden Bridge which threatened to 
interfere with the foundations, a shallow 
flat occurred between the two where the 
medial line crossed the middle of the creek, 


and the entrance of the creek was ham- |~ 


pored by a shallow bar showing only a little 
over three feet at ebb tide. The low water 
sections were equally erratic, and indicate 
how serious was the present condition of 
the creek. Opposite the General Hospital 
the low water section had an area of 940 
feet ; the low water section at the upper 
extremity of the Garden was reduced to 650 
feet ; and at the Garden Bridge it increased 
to 1,488 fect, while on the bar the low 
water aven was only 5254 feet. ‘These in- 
dicated the effects of continued neglect ; 
the irregular curves and constructions of 
the banks had been the cause. The high 
water sections were more regular, showing 
a gradual and nearly regular increase from 
2,073 feet opposite the Gencral Hospital to 
2,800 feet at the Garden Bridge and 3,750 
over the bar. The most irregular of these 
sections was that at the Garden Bridge, but 
this was accounted for by the current strik- 
ing tho piles transversely. ‘The conclusion 
to be arrived at from these sections was that 
the high water area was the most important. 
The plans submitted by Captain Bisbee 
would in no wiso constrict the tidal flow, as 
the sections indicated where in each case 

resent high water area was preserved. 

he result was apparent in longitudinal 
section where the irregular lines of the 
‘bottom were reducedto long inclined planes, 
the holes being partially filled with deposit 
and the objectionable bar deepened to near- 
ly seven feet at low water. ‘These results 
were consistent with ex] nce elsewhere. 

With regard to the Hwang-pu foreshore 
the plan submitted exhibited an improve- 
ment on that ‘originally proposed by the 
late Mr. John Clark. That pa was only 
adopted to train the currents of the ebb tide, 
and the curve of junction with the Soochow 
Creek was too prolonged and too directly in 
Tine of the lower reach. In consequence the 
flood would impinge directly on the starlin 
point and the stream would be divided, witl 
the result of forming eddies in the creek 
and in the river off the Garden. These 
‘eddies would of necessity cause the. growth 
of banks along the foreshore. The pe 
submitted avoided this error; both flood 
and ebb currents would be trained and would 
flow directly along the bunding at both 
sides of the creek mouth. The lines were 
‘continuations of the present lines opposite 
the British Settlement, the effects of which 
had been satisfactory in preventing deposits 
of silt along the foreshore. ‘The plan sub. 
mitted by the Chinese Wai-yu 
more objectionable. In the first place it 
was impossible to Iny out a fragment with- 
‘out due consideration for the entire, and in 
the second the line proposed would aggravate 
all the present evils. The medial line of 
the current would, owing to the projecting 
lines, be defected nearly at sight angles 
with the course of the stream, with the con- 
sequent result of boring a deep hole in the 
bed near the Garden foreshore and causi 
astill further silting up of the bar. It woul 
seriously interfere with the native traffic 
along the creek, as well as with the currents 
atits mouth. ‘All plans which introduced 
sharp corners were objectionable, as: the 
tendency: of wator was to form curves, and 
this plan, as well as one proposed by the 
Municipal Council a short time ago, had 
‘this defect that they indicated a sharpangle 
at the corner of the Japanese Consulate, the 
result of which would be the formation of 
fints within the entrance to the creek, and 
along the river foreshore adjacent. 

‘The calculations indicated on the plans 
‘and sections assumed that the line proposed. 
should be adopted, but it would be of course 
possible to adopt some different line which 






































































might combixe many of the advantages of 
that proposed, and he had no doubt Captain 
Bisbee would willingly agree.

Tao-t'ai to H.B.M, Consul-General. 

18th May, 1884. 
:Sm,—With reference to the bunding of 
the Soochow; Creek foreshore by Messrs. 
Adamson, Bell & Co., I have the honour to 
inform you.that on the 30th April I received 
from. the,.Consul-General for Germany. a 
memo jum of oo had been done 3e- 
ing this matter by the Committee you 
presided over,, The Consul-General also 
asked for-a reply. 

Upon this I gave instructions to the 
Shanghai. Magistrate and Ch Wei-yuan 
to furnish me with a report on the subject, 
which, they.have now done. 

As appears, from their report, on the 8th 
and.10th,.April they went to’ your office 
with the ,Harbour Master and met a mem- 
ber of the firm of Messrs. Adamson, Bell & 
Co,, and, other persons ; and after examin- 
ing the map, they distinctly stated that, in 
the .case,of.a Chinese public river, the 
princi joint to be considered was what 
woul Poe best for the waterway and the 
agricultural .lands affected ; that in. this 
particular,case, the Soochow Creek mouth 
‘was the entrance to a river running through 
this and the neighbouring Province of Che- 
kinng,.and sp affected the lands and water- 
ways in which several hundred thousands 
of people are interested ; and therefore the 
mouth must.be kept broad to allow the free 
passage of thie water. i‘ :

H.B.M. Consul -and the other Members 
of the Committee had all signed a memo- 
randum to the above effect. " 

‘The Magistrate and Wei-yuan begged to 
hand me’ this report (accompanied by a 
map) of their second consultation on the 
subject, and hoped I would communicate 
with the authorities concerned. 

On looking at the map I observed that 
the whole of the bridge was not left free, and 
therefore I at first considered the open space 
toonarrow. But, as I find that the line was 
fixed by my deputies in consultation with 
you and the other members of the Com- 
mittee, and that it was considered to be 
such as not to injure the waterway or 
agricultural lands, 1 am willing to give my 
consent. It will be the duty of my deputies to 
mark out the points to which the line ought 
to be set back, and join in erecting posts to 
mark the same. At the same time I request 
the German Consul-General and. yourself 
without delay to instruct Messrs. Adamson, 
Bell & Co, to give their compliance, and see 
that take up the piles and remove the 
mud which they planted and laid down with- 
out authority. As the S.W. corner in front 
of the Japanese Consulate projects into the 
river and interferes with its course, for the 
sake of uniformity it ought to be cut away 
‘as proposed. 

In futuire, as the regulations require, any 
contemplated filling in or bunding must be 
reported to the Consul concemed, on whose 
application I will send an officer to hold a 
joint inspection and authorize the execution 
of the work ; and the land owner must not 
undertake it without permission. “

and am writing to the German and Japanese 
Consuls-General. I have at the’same time 
the honour to send you this despatch and 
map, and shall be glad to receive a reply.

MURDER OF AN ENGLISHWOMAN IN MACAO, 
‘We regret to have to record a sad tragedy 
at Macao, the victim being Mrs. Susan 
Wood, widow of the late Mr. Juhu Wood, 
chief engineer of the Hongkong, Cauton, 
and Mucio Steamboat Cumpany’s steamer 
Yot-sai, who perished in the sad disaster. by 
which that vessel was blown up on the 24th 
February Inst, It seems that Mrs. Wood 
resided ‘in a houso on the Praia Grande, 
and let out a portion of the fi Y 
lodgers lived ou the first floor au 
Wood occupied the abore. ‘The 
lodgers had their suspicions aroused that 
something was wrong in consequence of 
seeing and hearing nothing of their 
Indy or her servauts on the 14th i 
aud upon going upstairs, on the morning 
of the 15th iist., to seo if auything was 
tho matter, the body of Mrs. Wood was 
on the floor of her bedroom 
stretched out lifeless. ‘The servant 
all missing, but there was nothing to in 
dicate whether they had taken any pro: 
periy.. At 2 pans ow the Toth ius 
Joroner opeiied wi inquiry as to the cause 
of death, redical opinion was that a 
murder liad been committed. A post 
mortem examination had been held by’ two 
doctors, wud they found all the orgai 
hoaltliy condition, ‘There were three 
wounds or cuts in the throat whi 
Aoctors’ deposed could not have be 
inflicted ; they were not, howe 
sidered to be wer Mie doctors gave it 
ui their opitiion that death was caused by 
asphyxia, but, so fur as we can Teaen, there 
was 10 evidence to show how this resulted, 
Probably it was caused by violenceind 
doutly of the wounds on the throat.
